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This decision is in response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) filed on 21 August 
2003, which is being GRANTED as follows. 

BACKGROUND 

On 28 April 2002, this international application became abandoned as to the United States 
for failure to timely pay the basic national fee. 

DISCUSSION 
The instant petition encloses, inter alia, 

(1) The $450 basic national fee (small entity) required by 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1) and 37 
CFR 1.495(a)(5); 

(2) The $650 petition fee (small entity); 

(3) A statement to the effect that the entire delay in filing the basic national fee from 
its due date until the filing of the instant petition under 37 CFR 1. 137(b) was 
unintentional. 

Moreover, a terminal disclaimer is not applicable in the instant case. 

CONCLUSION 

In view of the above, the request to revive the application abandoned under 35 U.S.C. 
371(d) is GRANTED as to the national stage in the United States of America. 
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In addition, a declaration was submitted on 28 February 2002 with the transmittal letter 
for entry into the national stage in the United States under 35 U.S.C. 371 . A review of that 
declaration reveals that it complies with 37 CFR 1.497(a) and (b). Applicant has met the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.495 for acceptance into the national stage under 35 U.S.C. 371(c). 
Consequently, the application has an international filing date of 1 1 September 2000, and a 35 
U.S.C. 371 date of 28 February 2002. 

The application is being returned to the National Stage Processing Division of the Office 
of PCT Operations for continued processing. 
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
